The speakers had arrived on th.> 
early train and almost as soon as 
the second train had discharged Its 
living freight the program ror the 
day was begun. The Louisa brass 
band, neat and nice In Its bright uni- 
form, had met all trains and pa 
laded the s-reeta, attracting and 
pleasing large crowds. About t«n 
(/clock the band «*■ stationed in 
the music stand In the public gsuare, 
snd this formed the rsllying point 
of the big crowd. The Court House 
could not hare contained one-fourth 
of the people, so the epeaktng waa 
made from the stand. The first sp-aV 
er was Tim Bcanlon, a well known 
rUlsen and prominent Democrat of 
Huntington. Mr. Hcanlon wss In-
